Unheard Prayers

If we want the prayer to “go through,” we must 
work by the laws of prayer that God has explained,— 
simple, but unchanging, We must pray according to 
God’s will, and with faith, and in the name of Jesus. 
and we must abide in Jesus as we pray. Spiritual 
laws are as definite and exact as natural laws. Are 
we as careful to learn them and then to use them? 


Conquering Temptation in the Victorious Life 


temptation. But it-does offer to Christians vic- 

tory over all temptation. One of Satan’s lies 
tHat_has been accepted as almost an axiom in the 
thinking and the experience of Christians is that no 
one can expect victory over every one of his tempta- 
tions. But God says: “There hath no temptation 
taken you but such as man can bear: But God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the temptatioh make 
also the way of escape, that ye may be able to endure 
it” (1 Cor. 10:13). It is significant that this verse 
is immediately preceded by a word of warning: 
“Wherefore let him that thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall.” 

There is ever before the Christian the possibility 
of falling. There is no state of grace from which he 
may not, before some temptation, step into awful sin. 
But God’s Word, which cannot be broken, stands 
pledged to us-that in every temptation there is “the 
way of escape.” And our Lerd Jesus is “the Way.” 
Victory over temptation was won by. Christ. Satan 
is an already defeated foe. Defeat in temptation 
came to Adam. It is for every man, and every 
Christian, to decide whether he will- share the first 
Adam’s defeat or the last Adam’s victory. 

The two great temptation scenes pictured in the 
Bible, that of our first parents and that of our Lord, 
show that temptation finds its way into the human 
heart through three avenues. When man falls be- 
fore these temptations the resulting sins are what the 
Apostle describes as “the lust ‘of the flesh and the 
lust of the eyes and the vainglory of life.” Let us see 
how this Bible picture of the sins that are in the 
world corresponds with conditions in the twentieth 
century. 

A missionary recently back from the heart of 
Africa was describing some of the intimate things 
that she had learned regarding the natives. As she

spoke of the daily life of the natives, and told of the 
chief problems of missionary work, there were three 
outstanding sins that were emphasized. There is the 
gross immorality, which came up for mention in con- 
r-ction with the description of the tribal dances and 
what they lead to. -Theré is the grasping after pos- 
sessions, a tendency to covetousness that is so deeply 
imbedded in their natures that the missionaries need 
to exercise the greatest care in dealing with new con- 
verts. This native quality came vividly to the mis- 
sionary’s mind when she was speaking of the native 
Christian evangelists and the problem of compensat- 
ing them in such 2 way that the old cupidity will not 
be aroused. A third characteristic of the native in 
all the villages is his consuming desire to secure a 
high place in the “Four Hundred” of his tribe. There 
are distinct social honors, and for many of the young 
men the passion of life is to win these honors. 

This missionary had no intention of analyzing the 
outstanding sins of the natives, but these three things 
naturally came before her as she described their daily 
life. And these three comprise “all that is in the 
world, the lust of the flesh and the lust of the eyes 
and the vainglory of life.” 

Put into briefer form these three sins are lust, 
covetousness, pride.. All sin comes under one or other 
of these three classes. : 

These three are the outstanding sins of America. 
Dan Crawford came out of Africa into civilization 
just about the time the “newer” forms of dancing 
were having their first popularity. He made the 
startling statement that he had seen all of these un- 
speakably vile dances in pagan Africa. In America, 
he. said, they were only in a new setting. Essentially 
they were the same, and they were for the same pur- 
pose. What we call-the gross sin of the African 
flourishes in every’ civilized land. 

Those who read a business man’s article, published 
several years ago in The Sunday School Times, on 
“The Sin That We Are Afraid to Mention,” will not 
soon forget. his arraignment of the awful sin of 
covetousness, “which is idolatry.” And it was in the 
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Christian church that this layman found the black 
sin that Christians keep quiet about. What then shall 
be said of covetousness in the business world? _ 

There is finally that climax of all sins of America, 
and of man, the sin of pride, most subtle and most 
pervading of all, the sin that will culminate in man’s 
final defiance of God. Saddest of all, it is this sin 
which appears at its ugliest when it takes the form 
of spiritual pride in the life of one who is zealous to 
serve God and to be wholly yielded to him. : 

In a message that S. D. Gordon gaye on temptation 
he remarked that there are three chief avenues by 
which Satan reaches men. He stated the three in 
these brief words: “Sex,” “Money,” “I.” It is ex- 
actly the classification that God makes in his Word. 
If, His grace, we get victory at these three points, 
then indeed are we free from the dominion of sin. 

So much for the sin that results when man falls 
before one or another of these temptations. But what 
of the temptations themselves? ow do they affeet 
a Christian who is trusting Christ for victory? What 
is the practical bearing on the common nay ag oy 
that meet us in everyday life? Then there is the final, 
most important question, what is the way to prevent 
= desires from conceiving and bringing forth 
sin 

A Sunday School Tirhes reader has written of his 
experience: “It is not a temptation for me to take 
a glass of beer; there is nothing in me that requires 
or desires it; but sometimes it might be and has 
been a strong temptation to get impatient, which I 
have yielded to at times. Why should one be any 
more a temptation than the other, provided I am in 
victory over all sin?” 

Careful distinction must be made between temptation 
itself and the form that the temptation may take. 
The appeal to a man’s natural desires may change 
its form, but always, in every part of his nature, he 
will be tempted while he is in this mortal body. The 
desire for beer which leads to intemperance and sin 
is an appeal to a natural appetite. Sin is moral, and 
does not reside in the physical appetites, which are 
merely the channels for the temptation and sin. A 
man who has been in bondage to drink may through 
the power of Christ completely lose that desire and 
have no further temptation to that particular form of 
appetite. But the temptation to intemperance remains. 
For the natural appetites remain. While the appetite 
may give up this taste or that, and thus be dead to 
cettain forms of temptation, the Christian is always 
liable to the temptation to go contrary to the will of 
God, in satisfying these natural appetites of the 
body: hunger, the sacred sex desire, and all the 
natural impulses of the body that may seek ex- 
pression in lawful ways. 


The Times reader compares his freedom from the . 


temptation to drink with the appeal that is made to 
him to get impatient. But strictly speaking, one is 
never tempted to be impatient. No one desires to be 
impatient, and Satan could not use any incentive to 
such a temptation. Yet we sometimes speak of these 
temptations to irritability, jealousy, loss of temper, 
as though there were some secret springs in our na- 
ture Jabeled “Impatience,” “Irritability,” and like 
qualities, and that the temptation consisted in Satan 
touching these springs and causing the sin. A busi- 
ness man does not lose his temper for the sake of the 
pleasure it gives him. It may be an intense desire 
to have justice that has led to his outbreak against 
some one who has dealt unfairly. The temptation has 
come along the line of some natural desire. -‘So with 
the housekeeper who is irritated with her maid over 
some bit of stupidity, or the young girl who is “blue” 
and moody because her plans for the day’s enjoyment 
have been upset. 

Thus it is that while a Christian who yields utterly 
to God and accepts Christ as his victory may in- 
stantly be free from even the temptation to drink, 
or to sthoke, or to indulge in worldly amusements, or 
to do a hundred and one things that he has been ac- 
customed to do, the temptations to the root-sins of 
lust and covetousness and pride will remain with him. 
They will take more subtle forms. Satan cannot 
tempt him now in the grosser, worldly way. He will 
now take advantage of this one’s very zeal for God, 
and will make appeal to his earnest devotion to God’s 
service to lead into sins of impatience and irritation 
and jealousy and pride. 

In the face of these temptations, what is the guar- 
antee against failure which the victorious Christian 
has, and which the man of the world: knows nothing 
of? When a Christian wholly yields his life to the 
mastery of the Lord Jesus he has still the desire to 
enjoy things, the desire to get things, and the desire 
to accomplish things. Christ does not kill the nat- 
ural desires. Jt is the old self-life that Christ wants 
to put to death. That is why a Christian must share 
in present experience the crucifixion-death of his Lord 
before he can share His victory over temptation. 
This is what surrender of self means for the Chris- 
tian who desires victory. He must, moment by mo- 
ment, reckon himself to be dead unto sin. He is not 
dead to temptation, for his natural human desires 
are still there. 

In the Christian who has learned the full secret of 
victory these natural desires are lifted to a new piane. 
His desires now do not center in the old self-life.

“With God nothing shall

They center in Christ. To him to live is Christ. His 
whole desire is Christ. He still desires to enjoy 
things, but only im a way that shall glorify God. e 
desires to get things, but to get them for God, not 


for self. is desire to accomplish things is to do 
things. for God. 
is does not mean that the victorious Christian 
will not be open to fierce temptations, just as our 
Lord was,—real temptations that require a real con- 
uest. But as he abides in Christ, accepting by faith 
the victory that Christ already has won, instead of 
striving to struggle against these assaults of the 
enemy, the temptations remain merely temptations, 
and do not pass into the sins of lust or covetousness 
or pride. . 

ll desires of life, then, for the Christian who 
abides in victory, center in Christ. “And whatsoever 
i° do, in word or in deed, do all in the name of the 

rd Jesus, giving thanks to God the Father through 
him” (Col. 3:17). 

And conquest of temptation is not a negative mat- 
ter. Love is the fulfilling of the law, and only the 
heart filled with that love which is Christ can know 
freedom from lust, covetousness, and pride. Back of 
these three outward sins, there is the inward nature 
which has departed from God. Perhaps no one in our 
day has pointed out more clearly the three great sins 
of oniission than has Miss Louisa Vaughan, of China. 
She calls these the “Christian sins”: Failure to love 
the Lord our God with all our heart and strength and 
mind; failure to love one another as Christ loved us; 
failure to believe on Christ so that the works that he 
did and greater works than these should be wrought 
through us. These Christian sins, Miss Vaughan in- 
sists, must be confessed and cleansed in the blood of 
Jesus before the fulness of the Spirit. can be enjoyed. 
To have these commandments fulfilled in us is the 
Victorious Life. And only when this root-condition 
of unlove and unbelief (which. are really one, for 
“love believeth all things”) is dealt with shall we 
know freedom from lust and covetousness. and pride. 
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Does God Know About Sin? 


I do want to bring the Word of God correctly to a 
friend of mine who is a Christian Scientist. I have been 
a student of the Bible for only two years. Having been 
through Christian Science myself, and having argued 
it from their side many times, I am reasonably certain 
my friend will answer with many Bible verses, and will 
ask me to explain Habakkuk 1:13, “Thou art of purer 
eyes than to behold evil, and canst not look on iniquity”; 
and she will say, “If God is of purer eyes_than to be- 
hold evil, how can he know anything about it?” 

Every Christian Science practitioner quotes that to 
every one who comes for treatment for sin in any of 
its forms, thereby claiming that as soon as man real- 
izes he is under no condemnation from God, the fear of 
the wrong desire or appetite leaves, and he should be 
healed. 

How shall I explain that verse?<-A Chicago Reader. 


The best way @ explain that verse is to read the 
whole verse,—which the Christian Science explana- 
tion avoids doing. Here is the whole verse: 

“Thou art of purer eyes than to behold evil, and 
canst not look on iniquity: wherefore lookest thou om 
them that deal treacherously, and holdest thy tongue 
when the wicked devoureth the man that is more 
righteous than he?” 

Does the Holy Spirit there say that God does not 
know anything about evil? And that man is under 
no condemnation from. God for sin? The Spirit in 
that very verse declares exactly the opposite. He 
declares that men were sinning in dealing treacher- 
ously, that the wicked were devouring those who were 
more righteous. And the prophet Habakkuk was 
pleading with God to deal with these facts which God 
knew all about; and he based his plea on the ground 
that God in his purity cannot behold or tolerate evil; 
God cannot let it go unpunished. 

This is in accordance with the whole message of 
the Bible. The Word of God teems with statements 
that declare the existence of sin, and God’s recogni- 
tion and punishment of sin... Thus God forewarned 
Adam and Eve, our first parents, that if they partook 
of the tree of knowledge of good and evil, thereby 
disobeying his command and* sinriing, ‘in. that day 
they should surely die. And they did both :die, 
spiritually, the day when they thus sinned; and they 
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needed to be saved and redeemed, as lost sinners, 
through the blood of Christ their Substitute-Saviour, 
typified by the shed blood of the animal that God then 
slew to make clothing for Adam and Eve and cover 
their sin, as Christ robe of righteousness covers 
the sinner. 

Similarly God took note of the sin of Cain’s mur- 
der of el. And just before the flood “God saw 
that the wickedness of man was great in the earth,” 
and he judged and destroyed man for that wicked- 
ness, by the flood. So right through the centuries 

od has given overwhelming evidence of his recog- 
nition and consciousness of man’s continual sin, and 
has dealt with that sin as one of the terrible, black 
realities of life. Sin’s blackest reality was exposed 
on the cross, when Jesus, God’s only begotten Son, 
voluntarily Jaid down his life that men might be 
freed from the eternal death-penalty of the awful 
reality of their sin, of which God had taken full note 
long before, when the Lamb was slain from the foun- 
dation of the world (Rev. 13: ). 

It has been said that Habakkuk “was more con- 
cerned that the holiness of Jehovah should be vindi- 
cated than that Israel should escape chastisement.... 
As a whole the book of Habakkuk raises and an- 
swers the question of God’s consistency with Himself 
in view of permitted evil. The prophet thought that 
the holiness of God forbade him to go on with evil 
Israel. The answer of Jehovah announces a Chal- 
dean invasion (1:6), and a world-wide dispersion 
(2:5). But Jehovah is not mere wrath; ‘He delight- 
eth in mercy’ (Micah 7:18), and introduces into his 
answer to the perplexed prophet the great promises 
of 1:5; 2:3, 4, 14, 20.” 2 

In other words, Habakkuk meant, because “thou 
art of purer eyes than to behold evil,” how is it that 
thou dost not deal in judgment with Israel? And 
our merciful God brought out, in answer, that won- 
derful truth of justification by faith, which is the way 
God meets the sin question. He said to Habakkuk 
pe Ay “The just—or justified—shall live by his 

aith.” 

Abraham was justified that way. He “believed 
God, and it was counted unto him for righteousness.” 
The New ‘Testament throbs with. this truth, and 
Luther and the Reformers rescued it in the Dark 
Ages when Satan had covered it up with some of his 
lies, just as Satan is covering it up now from the 
Christian Scientists and all those who fail to realize 
“the exceeding sinfulness of sin,” and therefore. the 
need of. a sin-bearer.

Testing of ia Matious

HE idea has often occurred to me during the 

course of this war that the Divine power which 

works through the affairs of men has given in 
succession to each nation the opportunity of proving 
its fitness for the work of the world. Not that 
requires to apply any test to human capacities, but 
that the facts’and the results may speak loudly in the 
ears of men and be set out in the history for all to 
read. Ignatius the Martyr, on that journey when he 
was being led by soldiers across Asia and Europe to 
die in the Roman amphitheater, used often in his let- 
ters an impressive sone (showing something of 
the insight into the world past, present, and future, 
that is sometimes given to a man when life is ending 
and death is near), that the silence of God speaks 
louder than the shouting of men. The nature of this 
test and the results of it have not been proclaimed 
with any Divine utterance audible to human ears, but 
they speak to the mind and the understanding more 


~ emphatically than if they had been shouted out by a 


host even of great orators and preachers. 

From the beginning of the war Germany was out 
for world domination. It claimed to be the Chosen 
People. Its Emperor has called himself “The Hand 
of God,” and he has always maintained that he holds 
a Divine mandate to be the regenerator and re- 
creator and reinvigorator of the world. To him and 
to his people was applied the test, “Come now, show 
whether or not you can be honest.” The bait of Bel- 

ium was thrown beside the straight line of march on 

aris. He and his people were confident that victory 
was certain; and we now, looking back on the course 
of events, must feel that, if he had marched straight 
and done honestly, there was no human power that 
could have broken his strength on the direct path. 
It is known that the great fortresses to-which France 
trusted could have been destroyed one by one with 
impressive and staggering rapidity in a fair fight. 
The feeling of neutral nations would not have been 
outraged. The jupenant of the world would have 
acquiesced more or less unwillingly, but still it would 
have acquiesced in the doctrine that efficient skill and 
preparation combined with honesty and fairness in 
the execution constituted a sort of title to success. 

But the bait of Belgium proved irresistible. There 
was tio honesty in the heart which could turn aside 
from the straight path to clutch at the first moment 
a prize, even when that prize must ultimately fall 
within its-power. The facts showed conclusively to 
the estimation of all neutral onlookers, many strongly 
German in inclination, others more or less strongly 
anti-German, that there was no honesty in the con- 
duct and no moral justification in the claim of him 
who was aspiring to be the Regent of God on earth. 
God did not speak in audible words, as he did on 
Mt. Sinai, to any individual however chosen; but, the 
facts were so patent to all that they could be denied 
or ignored by none. The silence of God spoke more 
loudly than the shouting of men. 


Germany Net the Only Nation on Trial 

The Greek judgment as seen for example in the 
spirit of the old tragedy would have declared that 
the fundamental vice and crime on the German side 
was* overconfidence and the haughty pride which 
springs from overconfidence: but the Greek judg- 
ment on moral matters was never quite sound, and 
Greeks always tended to judge from an intellectual 
rather than from a moral point of view. It is true 
that the overconfidence~of Germany in the initial 
stages of the war was the cause of great disaster to 
her arms; but it could have been corrected and 
atoned for by losses and temporary disappointment. 
It was the moral crime of dishonesty that was fatal. 
The world cannot be entrusted to the permanent 
guidance of a dishonest people, deliberately building 
success on dishonesty. 

_A similar test is being applied to every great na- 
tion in the course of this war. To us in. Great 
Britain the test is this: show whether you are able 
to surmount and trample under foot the craving for 
drink, or are to be dominated by it. The nation 
that is-dominated by drink cannot and does not de- 
serve to hold a leading place in the affairs of the 
world. It must degenerate as the power of this crav- 
ing grows more general and more decisive in forming 
the national character. 

During the course of my life, while the number 
of persons who take intoxicating drink (apart from 
medical requirements, which must be regarded .as 
constituting a distinct category) hae distinctly de- 
creased, their power as a force in the ruling of the 
nation has increased, and the cause lies in the alli- 
ance of the drink traffic with the income of the na- 
tion. Large numbers, and even whole classes, of per- 
sons who formerly had no pecuniary interest in the 
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sale of drink have now acquired this interest, often 
entirely through the action of trustees and legal ad- 
visers, perceiving as they thought in the great joint 
stock companies a safe investment for their clients; 
and now the livelihood of many thousands of inno- 
cent individuals has become involved in the perma- 
nence. arid success of the drink traffic, and their moral 
ingen has been perverted. There is little reason 
to doubt that this was contemplated by the Liquor 
Trade as one result of the transformation of private 
interests into public companies, and as one strategic 
movement in the battle that they were waging for 
their own profit. 

The test has been applied to our nation, and it has 
not yet been met. In an early stage of the war it 
might have been met by a half measure which would 
have constituted the most important part of the 
whole, viz., the absolute prohibition of sale of spirits. 
The first step would have made the rest certain. 
The nation was ready for it, but the Government was 
not. The King set the example absolutely and com- 
pletely; but Parliament refused by formal vote to 
follow even in part of the way, or to disuse drink 
for themselves in the House.- Success in this war can- 
not ‘be attained by a nation which lives by drink, and 
which spends annually more and more on drink: 
Suceess- cahnot be attained, because success in this 
war means decisive influence on the progress of the 
world, and the world is not going to be entrusted 
to the charge of.a nation which sacrifices prosperity 
and happiness to mere physical indulgence. The 
sreater issues of a new era are opening before the 
world. 

Further, whereas in an early stage of the war a 
partial step, viz., prohibition of spirits, would have 
sufficed as the beginning of progress, we have now 
reached such a position that the partial step will not 
suffice. The question now is: Do you prefer to 
starve or to abandon drink? We are attr pting all 
sorts of foolish and mistaken devices for staving off 
this question by economically false measures, such as 
fixing prices and so on, Lut we are still hesitating to 
face the main questica. “If we waste our food in or- 
der to get drink, we must starve. And further, not 
merely are we wasting our own food, but we are 
putting our friends and Allies in the position of 
stinting themselves of comforts and reasonabl. en- 
joyment in order to maintain the output of drink in 
this country. 

The more dangerous form of indulgence is in 
spirits; for spirits madden and kill, where beer only 
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How Shall these Challenges be Met ? 

The ruling power of those using liquor has 
been increasing in Great Britain. 

The British nation, and her King, were ready 
for prohibition, but the Government was not.

Ps: does prohibition mean the only real free- 
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produces dullness and stupidity; but the latter result 
disqualifies a nation for a commanding position in 
the modern world; dullness, stupidity, and ignorance 
go together; and who shall say that a nation in 
which a considerable part of the uneducated ouiaee 
itself to this condition is fit for world power? The 
one step would at least have been an advance which 
would inevitably have led to the next. Now both 
steps must be taken together, or not at all. Has the 
nation the moral strength to take the bigger step? 
Such is the question placed before Britain. That 
is the test which the Providence that rules in the 


' affairs of men is applying to us. The time is short- 


ened, but the opportunity is still open. Victory in a 
battle, or in the war, is not enough to qualify the na- 
tion for the work of peace. Life will have to be 
lived on a higher level, both morally and intellectu- 
ally; the pace will be faster, the strain more ex- 
acting, even during the time of peace. The drinker 
will not be fit to. stand it. ven physically no 
drinker can do his best, or win the mile race. Modern 
war is at least as strenuous as the mile race; many 
are fighting who are not in their best physical con- 
dition, and they break down. The Germans suffer 
from the same cause; and we have at least this ad- 
vantage, that there are a hundred non-drinkers in our 
army for one in theirs, though their army is more 
than twice as numerous as ours. 

There is even yet open to us a partial step which 
has been strongly urged by many individuals and 
associations, viz., Prohibition for the term of the 
war and of demobilization, leaving the future to de- 
termine itself. Every consideration of prudence and 
of gratitude to many Allies is in favor of at least 
this temporary measure. 


Prohibition and Liberty 


It must, however, be acknowledged that the advo- 
cates of Prohibition have sometimes given an unwise 
tone to their arguments, and even to the names that 
they employ for the needed measure. One thing 
which the people of Great Britain are most resolutely 
eupeess to is interference with the liberty of the 
individual. This feeling was expressed by a famous 
Irishman, who became Bishop of Peterborough and 
finally Archbishop of York, in the form: “I had 
rather see England free than England sober.” It 
would be wiser to argue in the form that England 
is freer if sober, that the enslaved condition of. 
England would be that in which it was given over to 
drunkenness, and that the drinker is not the free man, 
but the slave. The enemy has not been slow to take 
advantage of this error in policy. Now it is the 
penalty of democracy that it has to persuade and con- 
vince popular judgment, often ignorant, short- 
sighted and easily misled; and for this end it is im- 
portant to use names skilfully and marshal argu- 
ments in a form adapted to the audience to which 
they are addressed. Instead of saying, as the advo- 
cates of Prohibition have often said, or seemed to 
say, “Let us curtail the freedom of the people to do 
wrong, and they will soon recognize that it is the 
best way to do right,” they ought to put their argu- 
ment in the form that they are contending for the 
full liberty of the fgg against those who are bent 
on enslaving them. ‘This, however, is a question of 
arrangement and expediency. The moral fact re- 
mains the same, whether it is stated in a form that 
appeals to the ignorant populace and tends to con- 
vince them, or not. 

One result of the war is that compensation to the 
 adipenpprs is no longer a possible suggestion. 

hen so many have ‘suffered so much in every way, 
there can no longer be any appearance of justice in 
buying out the publican. Thousands and hundreds 
of thousands have to change their trade, and turn to 
new kinds of work; and the idea that the publican 
alone should be paid for changing his occupation can 
no longer convince any audience except of publicans. 
Let them change their life like others. They have a 
good start, and can use their houses in a way to give 
rational and harmless enjoyment to their customers, 
and to make those who frequent their houses more 
fit for the work of life. 

And with respect to America, is not the test being 
applied to the United States also? They have com- 
plied with many tests; they have done many things 
well, and very well; but the test is always something 
that tries the innermost heart and involves renunci- 
ation of what the nation clings to most strenuously 
and prizes most highly. It is not, however, my duty 
to preach to others; I only say that the test is being 
applied and that it will be found to lie in reversing 
some policy on which the people is bent and in tfe- 
nouncing something which the nation wrongly. re- 
gards as an excellence (just as England prides her- 











self on preferring so-called freedom to sobriety). 
_ Often I have said to American friends that the 
greatest danger of the future seemed to me to lie, 
not in the Negro question (serious as that is), but 
elsewhere.

It is, in. fact, the apologia meae vitae of King Sol- 
omon; the worldly side of his life, and like all in- 
spired writings it tells the truth, the utter truth, of 
the matter in hand. ’ 

We have here, in profound introspective discussion, 
the new and old question: Is life worth living? 
Solomon has tested it te the full—no man could bet- 
ter do it or better tell it—and the answer he gives is 
not reassuring for the life that now is. But wait 
for his latest word; study well his conclusion. That 
gives the clue to the maze, 

Chapter 1. Try Wisdom; what better thing in all 
the world? And Solomon was the wisest of men. 
He apparently knew everything worth knowing 
here below. “I gave my heart to know wisdom.” 
Yet at last he was forced to cry out, “Vanity of vani- 
ties!” “For in much wisdom is much grief; and he 
that increaseth knowledge increaseth sorrow” (1: 18). 

Chapter 2. Try Mirth and Pleasure, “I said in my 
heart, Go to now, I will prove thee with mirth, there- 
fore enjoy pleasure.” And what is his deliberate con- 
clusion? “This is vanity!” (2: 1.) 

Chapter 3. Try Epicureanism,—a time for every- 
thing, with discretion. But again, “what profit?” 
(3:9.) Vanity of vanities! 

Chapter 4. Try the Stoic’s philosophy. “Where- 
. fore I praised the dead which are already dead more 
than the living which are yet alive” (4:2). Dead- 
ness of spirit, Nirvana, the ultimate good. “Surely 
this also is vanity,” he wails, “vanity and vexation of 
spirit” (4: 16). 

Chapter 5. Try Ritualism,—formal religion. “Pay 
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that which thou hast vowed” (5:4). This too is 
vanity. 

Chapter 6. Try Wealth. Solomon had it: “A man 
to whom God hath given riches.” What is the good 
of it? “God giveth him not power to eat thereof, 
but a stranger eateth it: this is vanity, and it is an 
evil disease” (6:2). : 

Chapter 7. Try Reputation. “A good nam is bet- 
ter than precious ointment” (7:1). It lasts not long 
in this world; vanity still. 

But now, with vy 8, comes the first hint of the 
final conclusion: “Yet surely I know that it shall be 
well with them that fear God” (8:12) ; voiced more 
fully in the last words of the book, “Fear God, and 
keep his commandments; for this is the whole duty 
of man” (12: 13). ' 

In short, the Preacher, as he is called, who has 
been looking back and looking around and within, 
now looks up, and he sees God and is satisfied. Sat- 
isfied, as we know from the fuller light of the New 
Testament, because of God’s satisfaction in Christ; 
for “this is his commandment, That we should be- 
lieve on the name of his Son” (1 John 3:23). Keep 
this one commandment and all commandments are 
kept, and we have learned the secret -f living.

a man is sent of God to speak in the byways and 

hedges, in the streets and lanes of a great city, 
it doesn’t make much difference how he does it so 
long as he can induce men to stop and listen. Here’s 
a man, for instance, all alone as far as human helpers 
are concerned, but sent and led and accompanied by 
the Holy Spirit. He must get an audience. So what 
does he do but throw his straw hat down on the 
corner of the street and then just stand and look at 
it. The crowd that gathered around the heaven- 
filled apostles thought they were full of new wine; 
and the men who stopped to watch Thomas Little 
upon Third Avenue on that memorable evening two 
years ago probably thought that he was drunk; but 
whether they did or not they gathered and looked 
until the company was big enough, and then the man 
with the Spirit-urge and the Christ-love began to 
talk, and the crowd were not long in finding out that 


i HERE are many ways to get a crowd, and when 


* he was not drunken, as they supposed, but that this 


was that spoken by Christ when He said, Go ye, and 
disciple all nations. 

But here is another man, and it is night at Forty- 
seventh Street, Broadway, and Seventh Avenue, and 
the theater crowd is coming out. This man has a 
white board on which he is making a crayon cartoon. 
And the crowd gather, and the talking begins, and 
the numbers increase with the interest, and Mr. C. D. 
Burnz continues that meeting right there for three 
hours. And the Gospel story is told over and over, 
and men are saved, and added to the body of Christ. 

See that! There goes a hand grenade, and it ex- 
plodes among the crowd with tremendous effect. It’s 
just a simple word of Scripture hurled from the 
heart of a man who stands on the street corners at 
noon, at evening, and at night, and with practised eye 
and with true Gospel aim flings such heaven-prepared 
bombs as this: “God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” His 
Word does execution every time. 

Trench warfare has come, and it ought to revolu- 
tionize much of our church work; but until it does, 
the National Bible Institute is conducting this sort 
of warfare. 

In addition to the regular evangelistic services held 
every night without interruption in each of its four 
Gospel Halls in New York, members of the Institute’s 
staff conducted 182 outdoor evangelistic meetings 
each week, while various auxiliary meetings were also 
held. More than 30,000 people each week assembled 
at the Institute’s outdoor meetings, or as many as 
would crowd to the doors twenty of New York’s 
largest churches; and this great attendance was 
kept up week after week in spite of heat and 
other weather conditions. These meetings were 
scattered throughout the Boroughs of Manhattan, 
Bronx, Brooklyn, and Queens, and in Yonkers, and 
deepest interest was manifested as the -Gospel was 


proclaimed in English, Russian, Ruthenian, Hebrew, 
Polish, Scandinavian, and Italian. Special meetings 
were also held for colored people. 

During the fifty-two weeks ending.March 31, the 
Institute has conducted 4,350 outdoor meetings with 
an aggregate attendance of 717,402. Of this number 
10,388 men and women have professed conversion. 
It must be understood that during this past winter 
the meetings have been held out of doors with almost 
as much regularity as in the summertime. These are 
new tactics in the Institute Warfare, and even in the 
most inclement weather the workers have distributed 
Gospels and Tracts when it was too cold to expect 
people to stand and listen to the proclamation of the 
Gospel. 

On Easter Sunday, Mr. Little took- a group of 
workers in a business motor truck directly up into 
the Bronx Ghetto, where he says there gathered the 
largest outdoor religious meeting he ever saw,— 
almost all Jews. They listened respectfully until a 
Jewish convert began to speak, when there was some 
disorder, but tactful management averted serious 
trouble. At the close a considerable number of men 
and women raised their hands for prayer, and hun- 
dreds of Gospels and Tracts were received. One 
couple, a young man and young woman, came back 
with the workers to the hall, and there in an after- 
meeting, received Jesus Christ as their Saviour. 

One evening two young women from the Institute’s 
School for Christian Workers went to the meeting 
at Broadway and Thirty-seventh Street to assist as 
opportunity offered. It was the younger one’s first 
experience in work of this kind, and to her great joy 
God used her to lead an older woman into the 
Kingdom. The innocence and inexperience of this 
seventeen-year-old worker proved too much for the 
“woman of the street,” and, overcome with emotion, 
she confessed that she was a sinner. Standing be- 
tween the two young women she accepted Jesus 
Christ as her personal Saviour and promised her new- 
found friends to meet them the following night at the 
Institute’s Cremorne Mission. : 

“God bless you, friend, your words bring hope into 
my heart.” The words were spoken by a young girl 
to a woman who had just given her testimony at the 
outdoor meeting at Thirty-seventh Street and Broad- 
way. “When I was younger,” she continued, “mother 
watched over me and saw that I did not neglect 
church or Sunday-school. Now it is different. The 
white lights of Broadway and the mellow lights of 
the restaurants seem to fascinate me. The moth 
cireling round the flame does not know its danger, 
but I do know that ‘the wages of sin is death.’ Some- 
how, a sort of a ‘I-don’t-care’ feeling rules my life.” 

Drawing the girl to one side, the worker pleaded 
earnestly with her to leave the life. that would end 
in certain destruction, and come to Jesus and find-in 
him the happiness she craved. After comparing the 
present heartaches with the time when she (was a 
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clean, good girl, the worker prayed with her. Deeply 
touched, the girl surrendered her life to Christ and 
prayed, “God be merciful to me a sinner.” 

An immense crowd had assembled to listen to the 
speaker at one of the Institute’s outdoor evangelistic 
meetings, held late at night. Out on the fringe 
of the crowd, distributing Gospels and deal per- 
sonally with those who stood about, was Paul Rader, 
pastor of the Moody Church, Chicago. A young girl, 
with an older woman who was apparently an “gld- 
timer,” and who seemed to be initiating her com- 
panion into the “Great White Way,” was attracted 
to the meeting. Mr. Rader approached the young girl 
and, handing her a Gospel, told her that in it she 
would find the story of the Christ, of whom the man 
on the stand was ope He went on telling her 
about this Jesus and of His great love for sinners. 
As he talked the girl was greatly moved, and tears 
filled her eyes. Seeing this, the older woman tried. 
to draw her companion away from the crowd, but she 
firmly replied, “No, I’m going home, and God help- 
ing me I am going to take this Jesus as my Saviour.” 
And she did! tA 

One night last summer six persons found Christ in 
the meeting. One of the men who knelt at the stand 
disappeared suddenly, but soon returned, leading by 
the hand his wife, who also received Christ as her 
Saviour. They told how, through drink, they had 
been dragged to the lowest depths. The man had lost 
his position, and they were about to be dispossessed. 
They were without money and were at a loss to know 
what would become of them. But a new life had be- 
gun for them, and with it came renewed hope. Al- 
though the outlook was not bright, the man said that 
they would trust God to see them through, and they 
left the meeting hand in hand. The next day a posi- 
tion was provided for him. 

But what is that whirring over our heads—what is 
that peculiar “going in the tops of the mulberry trees”? 
So one faith-fighter might say to another. And the 
other might reply: “Why, that is the bombardment of 
prayer from the artillery of the Circle of Interces- 
sion just back of the trenches, under cover of which 
the outdoor meetings are held and their personal in- 
terviews made effective through the power of-the 
Spirit.” Several years ago, Mrs. Don O. Shelton, 
wife of the President of the Institute, was led of 
God to start the Circle of Intercession, and we who 
have seen it work have come very definitely to the 
conclusion that without these heavy guns of faith 
loaded with the high explosives of prayer it would 
be impossible for the trench fighters to do their 
work with spiritual success. 

We have munitions factories and training camps, 
too.' How~could a campaign:be conducted without 
them? We have a Bible School at headquarters, 
214 West Thirty-fifth Street, New York. There are 
offices and class rooms and a good-sized auditorium. 
Oh, it isn’t big enough, and we are waiting God’s 
time for a better headquarters building. 

There is a similar school under the direction of 
Mr. Rugh, in Philadelphia; one in Santa Barbara, 
Cal., aan yet another in San Francisco, both under 
the supervision of Mr. John Hunter Stearns. We 
have been besieged to establish branches in several 
other cities ; but until God shows us the way financial, 
as well as by giving us the proper leadership to con- 
duct the work in these places, we cannot think that 
he wishes us to go forward, great as is the need in 
many-places for true training camps and ammunition 
factories. <i 

The trench warfare for Jesus Christ needs well- 
trained officers and big issues of Liberty Bonds as 
greatly as does the war against German autocracy. 

And in this world-wide war the Lord has called 
us to maintain a diplomatic service and a Training 
School for Christian Workers in foreign lands. 
Somewhat over a year ago, in his good providence, 
there came under our control the Union Missionary 
Training Institute of Brooklyn. This institution was 
established in prayer thirty-two years ago by Mrs. 
~Lucy Osborn, a returned missionary from India; and 
to-day its graduates to the number of two hundred 
odd are serving in almost every foreign mission field 
in the world under all the boards of the Allies. 
Surely we have Allies, for after all we are just one 
of the organizations warring for Christ against sin 
in this old world. Who is there that reads this whose 
heart God has touched to fight the good fight of faith 
abroad? _Dean A. J. Ramsey, 131 Waverly Avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., would be glad to inform any one of 
the facilities of the Union Missionary Training In- 
stitute. 

But I had almost forgotten our field hospitals, four 
of them in New York and one in New Haven. 

They are not usually called field hospitals, but that’s 
what they are. Four Rescue Missions—Cremorne, 
Beacon Light, Manhattan, and Bronx, under the 
surgeon-generalships of William McQuere, John 
Wolf, William Blackley, and Thomas Little. These 
Rescue Missions take the spiritually dead and use 
the grace of God in Christ to bring them back to life. 
They. take the poor, diseased bodies of men and 
women, and put them under the miracle-working 
power of Jesus Christ, and exhibit them to his glory, 
as cases cured by Him. 

One of these Missions, the Cremorne, was estab- 
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lished by Jerry McAuley; and the Yale Hope Mis- 
sion in New Haven was founded by William Borden, 
when he was a student in Yale.

The Heart of a Boy 


“Anybody Can Reach Some Boy’s Heart” By Robert Cashman a Superintendent of the 
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must be a lump of stone. I have seen my 

little boy, two years old, pick up our cat by 
the tail and throw it across the room. I have seen a 
lad, across the street from where I live, hunt birds 
with a slingshot, and rejoice if he wounded them. I 
have seen two boys fight with their fists until the 
fell to the ground exhausted. I have done it antl. 

At other times I think a boy’s heart must be made 
of something as tender as a baby’s cheek. Let a bo 
get hurt, and see how quickly his fellows will thin 
of a way to relieve his sufferings. I have seen a boy 
linger near a sick room half a day without a thing 
to do, simply with the hope that he might be called 
upon for service. I have seen a “rough and ready,” 
boasting boy break into tears when shown that he 
had done wrong. I know a boy of physical, mental, 
and spiant strength, who cried as though his heart 
would break when he parted with his brother. 

Yes, a boy’s heart seems to be a combination of ele- 
ments hard and soft, but somehow I have come to feel 
that it is lined and riveted inside and out with the 
love of God. 

Where is'a boy’s heart? As well may you ask, 
“Where is the music in a violin, a flute, or a piano?” 
Can you look at an instrument and see the music? 
Can you examine the case or the keys of a piano and 
hear the music? No, you or others must play upon it, 
and the music that you hear will depend largely upon 
the artist’s touch. I cannot tell you where a boy’s 
heart may be found, but I can put before you some 
of the ways to find it. 

How may a boy’s heart be found? One of the 
easiest and quickest ways to reach the heart of a 
boy is by way of his stomach. Many teachers of boys 
entirely overlook this vital fact. Is it not the big, 
juicy turkey that makes our memory of Thanksgiving 
so vivid? ‘ Why does a boy long for the ‘things that 
“mother used to make”? 

Arrange the best program you can produce for a 
glass of boys. in an evening, and I will put beside it 
an evening with no program at all, and if you will 
allow me to serve “refreshments,” my boys will have 
the better time. 

I have gone on hikes with my boys when some of 
them took along whole shoe-boxes full of food for 
lunch. What they did with it is a mystery, but they 
declared they had “enjoyed the time of their lives.” 

Another way to find a boy’s heart is through the 
exercise of his muscles; and here is where a man 
always has the advantage over a woman, as a teacher 
of boys. 

I contend that the best way to keep order in a class 
of boys on Sunday is to use up their surplus physi- 
cal energy on Saturday. I have tried it both. ways— 
I have always found that my class was more ready 
to consider spiritual things on Sunday if in some 
way we had enjoyed our games. together on the pre- 
ceding day. 

Give me the teacher who can swim; who can ride 
a horse as well as a bicycle; who can play ball; who 
can skate; who can be a boy among boys, and make 
them feel as men among men, and I'll show you the 
leader who can win their hearts for Christ. In my 
judgment not many young boys can be won by an 
appeal-to the mind. While their own minds are ex- 
ceedingly active, it is not in boyhood that they are 
attracted by a superior intellect. 

The quickest, but perhaps the most difficult way to 


We: is a boy’s heart? Sometimes I think it 
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reach a boy’s heart is by the direct appeal of one 
heart to another. I remember winning one boy whom 
I did not know, simply by comforting him at the time 
of his father’s death. There are times when a boy’s 
heart is peculiarly responsive to one who will think 
in his channels of thought, and at such times the door 
is wide open for direct personal contact with the 
boy’s inner life. Too many teachers make the mis- 
take of depending entirely upon the direct means of 
approach, and as a result their ability to win the boys 
for Christ is exceedingly limited. 

Who can reach a boy’s heart? Anybody can teach 
some boy’s heart, but the number of hearts to be 
reached depends very largely upon the adaptability 
of the seeker. We must follow the example of Paul 
—we must be all things to all men—that many may 
be saved. As a detective changes his disguises, so 
must a teacher of boys be able.as quickly to change 
his attitude and manner of thinking when he goes 
from one boy to another. One of the greatest mis- 
takes I ever made was when I tried to keep silence 
and order in my class of boys. It took all my time 
to keep good order, and although I put hours of study 
into the lesson each week, I was seldom able to com- 
municate it to the boys, and I returned home from 
class each Sunday with nerves almost completely ex- 
hausted. 

The short road to success in winning boys’ hearts 
is to win them one by one. I believe a teacher’s in- 
fluence is greater outside the class than in. My own 
boys have a class whistle. I can get closer to a boy’s 
heart by answering that whistle across the block at 
night, meeting himsgiving him our special handclasp 
and asking him a few questions, than with all I can 
do or say in class. I believe the class session is the 
place to develop the spirit of the class, to promote a 
wholesome fellowship, and to study God’s Word; but 
the teacher who can find a boy’s heart usually finds 
it outside of the class. Show me the boy’s mother, 
and I’ll find out about his “hobby.” Tell me his 
hobby, and I’ll show you how to get the boy. The 
teacher who can excel in the boy’s hobby already 
has the boy. 

What shall be done with a boy’s heart? When we 
find flowers, we put them in a vase. They are beauti- 
ful, but they wither and die, We make collections 
of curios, and save them carefully in a glass case. 
Some people find money and spend it; others save it, 
but the wise man is he who invests it. 

And so it should be with those who are fortunate 
enough to find the hearts of boys—they should neither 
save them nor spend them, but invest them for Jesus 

rist. 

How can. we “invest” a boy’s heart? Just as no 
two faces in all the world are exactly alike, so no 
two hearts can be invested in exactly the same way; 
but because every face has some things in common 
with others, so there is a common working basis 
for investing the hearts of boys. 

Every normal boy must have activity. He is pos- 
sessed not only of a million nerves, but he seems to 
have as many untrained muscles. To control a boy’s 
body without controlling his spirit is to crush him. 
Order is one thing; direction is another. Dead sol- 
diers may be in perfect order, but it takes live ones 
to fight. I believe, therefore, that we should not 
emphasize order in the Sunday-school as much as we 
should emphasize directed activity. I have taught 
three classes of boys in my life. The first I tried 
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to keep in order, but failed miserably im teaching 
them. The second I taught, and studied the subject 
of how to keep order. The third I taught, and the 
order took care of itself, notwithstanding the fact 
that the class grew from four to twenty in one year. 
The secret of success is organization ; if not in form, 
then in spirit. I have had boys handing around 
opened song books and rendering every conceivable 
service, simply because I appointed a new boy as 
chairman of the Courtesy Committee each week. 

Boys’ hearts may be invested in athletics, as were 
the Spartans’, They may be invested in community 
service. It is amazing what boys will do, if tasks 
are placed before them in the proper light. What 
boy has not rejoiced in carrying huge buckets of 
water to the circus elephants, with no more pay than 
a glass of red lemonade? A boy will do more for 
honor, however, than for all the rewards you can 
offer him. 

Boys’ hearts may be invested in the church. Some 
people think that boys will not pray. Some of my 
sweetest moments have been upon my knees with my 
boys, both at church and in their homes. _ 

There seen boys kneeling beside chairs in Sunday- 
school during the time of prayer, and before the 
prayer was ended their chairs were creeping in a 
dozen directions, some of them stopping no less than 
ten feet away from where they started. I have seen 
those same bese at a later time kneeling in prayer 
as devotedly as their elders. 

In my own church, it is the custom to kneel for a 
brief silent prayer upon entering the building. Be- 
cause of the ml confusion in a class of boys 
before the school is called to order, it could scarcely 


“be expected that the boys would individually carry 


out this rule. I therefore proposed to them that I 
should come exactly on time, and we should kneel to- 
ether. The eroblen was solved. Follow me any 
unday morning into the school, and you may see my 
boys all kneeling reverently in silent prayer. 

t was a source of great comfort to me once to 
have the president of my class of boys ask me to 
walk home with him, and, as we talked alone, tell 
me that he had decided to give his life to the min- 
istry. 

I believe the boy’s body should be trained, and for 
that reason I: always encourage my boys in their 
games. I believe the boy’s mind should be trained, 
and, therefore, we have not only our lesson study and 
our reading, but debates, mock trials, and other forms 


‘of mental class: activity. Certainly I believe that a 


boy’s heart should have all the spiritual encourage- 
ment we can give it. For this reason advantage is 
taken of every available opportunity ‘to comfort, 
strengthen, purify, and cultivate the inner lives of 
our boys.

though he may not know it. We are the potters, and

our own fellowship with the Saviour. He was the 
ao boy, and the perfect man.

irit only that can lead us into the largest channels 
of service. . 

Some teachers of boys never see any results from 
their work, but this does not mean that no results 
have been obtained. No less than half of one 
teacher’s class were scattered over various parts of 
North America as they grew to manhood. It looked 
to her like failure, but she had reached their hearts 
before they went away, and they became power- 
houses for the Kingdom. I know of three who be- 
came teachers of boys, two who became Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries, and one who, in a rough Canadian dis- 
trict, organized a class of young men and became its 
president. 

The reaching of one boy’s heart I know, led him 
to confess a wrong which he himself made right with 
those concerned, and his manhood was saved. The 
reaching of another boy’s heart kept him from evil 
habits in a time of temptation. Perhaps the largest 
definite and permanent result which can be secured 
from winning the hearts of boys, however, is to save 
them for the church. The privilege of the evangelist, 
the minister, and the superintenderit combined 16 not 
equal to the privilege of the teacher for saving the 
hearts of boys for the church. But when teachers 
come and go, conditions change, and old fellowships 
pass away, then is the time when a boy will realize 
whether he is anchored to the church, or whether he 
is drifting upon unknown seas, and if he is not 
anchored, it is more than likely that he will step 
out, never to return. If, therefore, we can culti- 
vate the boy’s love for the church, so that he will be 
held fast when we have gone, we have rendered him 
our greatest service, for the church lives on forever. 
My own classes have always understood this fact, and 
my greatest joy has been to see my boys taken into 
the church. I remember one Easter when ten of my 
boys joined the church at one time, and although it 
was necessary soon afterwards for me to leave them, 
I have somehow felt that they were members of God’s 
Holy Church. 

I am led to believe that if we spend our time, our 
money, and our talents to win the heart of one boy, 
our investment has been well worth. while; -but if, by 
the grace of God, we have been enabled to win’ the 
hearts of many, we: have produced a multiplication 
table, the magnitude of which can only: be»known in

As Mark wrote it for the Romass in the 
first century and for us in the twentieth 


Soldier Gospel 
By Joseph Addison Richards 
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O, IT is not at all remarkable that a coward, 
N who showed the white feather on the first 

missionary journey of ‘Raul and Barnabas, 
should finally be used to write the story of the Great 
Captain of our salvation. 

Of course, the Captain of our salvation had to 
fight the Evil One in the Jewish nation as he began 
his fight for us. So that the first few chapters of 
Mark are all about the battles with Beelzebub in 
Israel. Now. is it difficult to see in the laconic 
“straightway,” immediate style of Mark, a soldierly 
flavor that makes us think of Czsar’s Commentaries 
on .the Gallic Wars? Furthermore, in writing for 
Romans Mark was writing to impress a nation of 
soldiers, and in revealing Jesus as the Mighty Ser- 
vant to the Reman world he was really describing 
the conquest of a soldierly spirit. 

The first we hear or see in this Gospel may well 
be likened to the approach of a great general with 
his army behind him, in that John the Baptist is his 
herald, this bugler, if you will. 

There follow in quick succession, in the first chap- 
ter, the Baptism, which is like the soldier’s oath of 
allegiance; the descent of the Spirit, which is like 
being uniformed and epauleted from above; and then, 
under orders of the Spirit, Christ goes into the train- 
ing camp (the wilderness) to be tested and equipped 
for the battles which are to follow. 

The Captain flies in the face of prejudice by a 
stroke of strategy which chooses a publican for an 
officer, and then goes to the same mess table with 
publicans and sinners. He chose his General Staff,— 
twelve men with a traitor among them. Immediately 
following, the Devil made a strange attack, which 
was neatly foiled by a front line attack by our Lord. 
General Satan sent some of his subalterns actually 
to charge that Jesus was Beelzebub himself. This 
aftack classified the Pharisees who made it, clearly 
enough, but Jesus very quickly stripped the mask off 


them by his searching thrusts concerning the sin 
against the Holy Ghost. 

It was. necessary to put to sea, and the General 
Staff, being boatmen and fishermen, took command 
and gave the Captain a furlough. “They took him 
even as he was in-the ship.” And he went to sleep. 
But the Staff almost met disaster, showing that’ in 
the thing we seem to know how to. do best it would 
be better to realize that we don’t know anything; 
apart from his skill and his wisdom. The command 
does not pass from General Foch, whether asleep or 
awake. 

The Captain was victor over a legion of devils, and 
then was opposed by a few pigs,—no, not the pigs 
that were choked in the sea, but those that thought 
so much of their business that they besought him to 
depart out of their coast. 

On his first expedition to defeat death, the Captain, 
walking along with Jairus, let a healing spark of

Just then 
there was danger of defeat, for the child is dead, and 
lest Jairus should falter, the Captain flings out a ban- 
ner. “Be not afraid, only believe”; and he expects us 
to follow behind that banner always. 

Think of it! The Captain was gassed in his own 
home, for it says “He could there do no mighty 
work. ... And he marvelled because of their unbe- 
lief.” And we gas the Holy Spirit to-day by our 
unbelief. God must have an atmosphere of faith in 
which to do mighty works. Doubt gasses the Al- 
mighty. But when he could not fight in one way he 
fought in another, for immediately he sent out the 
General Staff and gave them power and instruction, 
and sent them out to preach and to heal. 

After a parenthesis that tells how John, the 
herald, the advance guard, fell, the Captain. demon- 
strates the efficiency of his own Commissary Depart- 
ment, which proves to us that he can feed and provide 
for his entire army and for all to whom he would 
have it minister, if all our resources are put into 
his hand. Then there is the report to Headquarters 
on the mountain at night and the return to the 
struggling crew (the church) in the fourth watch. 

And now it is a case of rebuking slack discipline, 
a case of putting General Orders in sharp contrast to 
some custom of the rafks, or a case of the tradition 
of the elders as opposed to the Word of God. 

What a contrast between the kingly reception of 
Bartimeus, who calls the Captain by his royal name 
(“Thou son of David”), and the hollow reception of 
the multitude at what men have been pleased to call 
“the triumphal entry” into Jerusalem. He came as it 
was prophesied, but he cursed the fig tree on the day 
after—the symbol of the pretense of Israel, and he 
told its leaders that they had made the royal place 
of meeting a den of thieves. 

Once there was a stiff fight with hand grenades,— 
questions are flung back and forth with fearful dam- 
age done by the Captain at every encounter, until 
finally Jesus sits down to see how men give to the 
Liberty Bond Campaign of those days, and he finds 
a-poor widow who subscribes all she has, and ‘the 
Captain says that she went over the top ahead of 
them all, though she laid down but two. mites. 


God manifest in the flesh was delivered by. “his 
own” into the hands of the world for judgment. And 
they judged him, rejected him, mocked him, and slew 
him. And the world judges him, and. rejects him, 
and mocks him, and slays him’ just as inevitably 
to-day, because the heart of the world is just what 
it-was in the days of his flesh. But there was an- 


other deliverance of the incarnate Son which was by 


the determinate counsel and foteknowledge of Gad 
into the hands of men in order that dying and rising 
he might become the Captain of otir salvation.

Whatever plan of review is followed, get the class 
to recognize the supreme mission of our Lord Jesus 
Christ on this earth, as summed up in a verse in 
Mark which has been es as the key verse of 
this Gospel,—(10: 45); “For the Son of man also 
came not to be mimstéred unto, but to minister, and 
to give his life a ransom for many.” 

“he Lordship of Christ—what does it mean? A 
review of his life and work, and of the Gospel, may 
be had on the basis of the truth that “Christ is 
Lord,” having the class bring out the many different 
ways wherein he is Lord, as suggésted by Dr. Grif- 
fith Thomas in his Section IV, “The Messages of the 
Quarter.” — 

Other thoroughly inferesting and practical ways 
of reviewing are given in this issue of The Sunday 
School Times : 


A “Long Story Review,” and a “Journey Map 
Review,” for example, are explained by Mrs. 
Askew. 

A review by towns and places, with vivid de- 
scriptions of events that happened there, will work 
well in almost any class, as described by Mr. 
Rogers. Thus, let the teacher see how much the 
class can remember of events connected with the 
follewing places: Bethlehem, Nazareth, Caper- 
naum, Jericho, Bethany, Jerusalem; and after the 
pupils have given what they can remember, check 
up by what is given in Mr. Rogers’ article and from 
the Gospel itself. It will make this plan still more 
interesting to have different members of the class 
describe events at different places in the first per- 
son singular, as though they had been there them- 
selves, following the plan of Carl in Pucker’s class

Admirable questions for review study are given by 
Dr. Griffith Thomas in his Section VI, “Leading 
Questions” (these will be of special value for study 
and discussion in an Adult Bible Class). Other 
questions, for young people’s classes, are given by 
Mr. Howard in his “Questions for the. Written Re- 
view”; it is well worth trying a written review from 
this list in your class, or department, or the entire 
main school. 

Two other questions to stimulate study and dis- 
cussion : 


What are the leading characters, in the Gospel 
of Mark, apart from Jesus; and what are the out- 
standing characteristics of each? 

What was the fundamental difference between 
the mission and methods of John the Baptist, and 
the mission and methods of Jesus? 


Other effective review plans are given on the page 
facing this in this issue. The plan there described, 
“Converting a ‘Heathen,’” will interest any class. 

In last week’s issue of The Sunday School Times, 
on page 324, were given three admirable review plans, 
one covering the entire Gospel; another telling how 
a Chinese woman reviewed the Gospel of Mark in 
picture form, by using simple symbols; and a third, 
a review by using the Lesson Cartoons from The 
Sunday School Times. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


“To give his life a ransom for many”—that is why 
Jesus died. He died in our place and as our Substi- 
tute, that we might escape the death that he endured 
for us. His death was fundamentally, utterly dif- 
ferent in both its spirit, and purpose, and result, from 
the death of every other martyr or self-sacrificing 
person the world has ever known. He was “deliv- 
ered up by the determinate counsel and foreknowl- 
edge of God” (Acts 2: 23), because “Him who knew 
no sin he [God] made to be sin on our behalf; that 
we might become the righteousness of God in him” 
(2 Cor. 5:21). “For it is the blood that maketh 
atonement by reason of the life” (Lev. 17:11); and 
“apart from shedding of blood there is no remission” 
(Heb. 9:22). But “the blood of Jesus his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (1 John 1:7). That is 
why “the Blood” is so precious to the believer. It is 
our life ; without the shed blood of Jesus there is onl 
darkness and death for us. Yes, praise God, “It’s ‘all 
in the blood”; and through the precious blood of our 
Christ “the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ 
... hath blessed us with every spiritual blessing in 
the heavenly places in Christ” (Eph. 1: 3).

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IV. The Messages of the Quarter 

As the title of the Review refers to Christ as 
“Redeemer and Lord,” it will be well to think of 
Lordship as the supreme thought of the whole. “To 
this end Christ died and lived again, that he might 
be Lord” (Rom.

V. The Heart of the Lesson 


It is unusual to have more than one Golden Text, 
and the three appointed for this Review Lesson show 
the importance of looking at the éntire Gospel with 
special reference to its message about Christ. 

1. The Person of Christ (Matt. 16: 16). Peter’s own 
confession was twofold. He expressed belief, first, 
in Jesus as the Jewish Messiah, “the Christ”; and, 
second, in his Divine Sonship, “the Son of the living 
God.” This is exactly like John 20:31: “That ye 
may believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God.” 
The Person of Christ (see also Mark 8: 27-29) is the 
heart and center of the Gospel. “Christianity is 
Christ.” 

2. The Promise of Christ. This is seen in the well- 
known text from John 3:16, and McLaren’s outline 
is perhaps the most perfect expression of what this 
familiar verse contains: (1) The Lake, “God so 
loved the world”; (2) the River, “his only begotten 
Son”; ® the Cup, “whosoever believeth on me”; 
(4) the Draught, “have eternal life.” 

3. The Power of Christ. ‘This is seen in Paul’s 
great text, Romans 1:16. He was not ashamed of 
the Gospel, because it was the Divine “dynamite” 
(Greek) to the salvation of every one who believes. 
This word rendered “power” is a favorite one with 
the Apostle, and is a constant reminder of what he 
knew and felt Christ and the Gospel to be (1 Cor. 
1:18, 24; 5:4; 2 Cor. 4:7; 6:7; 12:9; Eph. 1:19, 
and many more). 

Thus, as we put these three texts together, we see 
how wonderfully they are illustrated by Mark 
throughout his Gospel. Christ in his Person pro- 
vides salvation, and then promises it to us on be- 
lieving, when it becomes God’s power to every one.

How the Lesson ‘is Taught This Week 
How to choose a teaching method for 
.a Sunday-school lesson. 
From Jesus our Example in Service 
to Jesus Christ our Redeemer and Lord. 




















EVERAL different methods of teach- 

ing the lesson have been suggested 
during this six months’ series in Mark: 
1. Story telling. 2. Journey map. 3. Out- 
line. 4. Question and answer (always 
one’s own, not 
other). 5. Teaching around a central 
text. 6. Paragraph titles. 7. General 
discussion (with direct application), 
with the use of note-books, charts, cor- 
related hymns and poems. 

Let us consider this review: 

1. It might be given as a 1 story, 
each girl giving one chapter (definite 
assignments ahead of time), ex ting 
each to emphasize her special “point 
through her story-telling rather than 
having to announce it- as she closes; 
Well prepared, this would be a vivid and 
beautiful series of living pictures of 
Jesus Christ our Redeemer and Lord. 

2. A journey map of his goings from 
the feeding of: the five thousand on the 
northeast shore of Lake Galilee to the 
Mount of Olives on the day of ascen- 
sion would fascinate many a girl and 
teach accurately and well the last months 
of his ministry. If you choose this plan, 
use a home-made map so that you can 
actually mark it with his footsteps. 

3. The outlines of these events should 
have been recorded in the individual 
note-book so that building the whole 
from its parts, on a board or cha 
would be within the time limit: ah 
make a strong impression on memory. 

4. The question method would grow 
tiresome through this long review. 

5. A central text or title, with the 
large teachings of the Quarter grouped 
around it, seems admirable for such a 
review,:and such a.treatment is sug- 
gested below. 

6. Paragraph titles would prove pro- 
hibitively long in such a case. This 
method is adapted to a first grasp of the 
text, rather than a comprehensive one. 

7. General discussion of such a mass 
of material with immature minds would 
result in confusion. 


Recalling the title used in the March 
review, “Jesus our Example in Ser- 
vice,” we note at once the higher ground 
on which we now stand as we use the 
present one, “Jesus Christ our Re- 
deemer and. Lord,” as our - central 
thought. The aims of the entire six 
months’ lessons seem to be set: forth in 
those two _titles. - Teachers! have our 
girls advanced from that beautiful but 
insufficient viewpoint of Jesus as their 
example in service to this blessed and 
all-sufficient one of the ‘Christ as their 
own Redeemer and Lord? - 

That he is the Christ of God is the 
largest truth in Peter’s confession, the 
transfiguration, the triumphal entry, the 
crucifixion, and the resurrection. That 
he is our Redeemer shines through all, 
of course, but supremely in that last 
week which culminated in the crucifix- 
ion. So these are the lessons for 
strong emphasis in this review. But 
we shall do well to center our prayers 
and time on that last and most neglected 
and most needed truth of all—that 
Jesus Christ our Redeemer must be also 
our Lord, our ruling Master in all our 
life, if his victory is to be ours. 

Where are the resisting points in the 
lives of our-girls? Sometimes it seems 
to be in some small thing like a coveted 
but harmful pleasure, a pleasure which 
saps the spiritual life and dulls the 
spiritual sensibilities. Sometimes it 
seems to be in some cherished but self- 


‘ish ambition to carry out some achieve- 


ment for its own sake, or for praise 
and fame. Sometimes it lies in smaller 
things still, such as daily irritability, 
forgetfulness, procrastination, laziness, 
temper, etc. But, after all, the-real root 
of all our resistance is in selfishness,

Dr. Patton asked them to come again, 
and when they came he had them met 
by a company of Christian Africans who 
bore testimony to what the Gospel had 
done for them and answered the ques- 
tion, “Were the old days best?” After 
they had told their story Dr. Patton 
turned to see what effect their speeches 
had had upon the chiefs, and lo, they 
were all gone. One by one they had 
slunk off into the forest.

Several things Dr. Patton said emerged 
from this incident. “First, we note the 
practical benefits which came to the peo- 
ple as a result of the residence of the 
missionaries in their midst. The speak- 
ers mentioned protection from wild 
beasts, abundance of food, medical _re- 
lief, and education. The list was by no 
means complete. Other advantages were 
suggested by the appearance of the 
Christian. group in contrast with their 
heathen neighbors, and were in the 
minds of all. Among these maybe 
mentioned cleanliness,. industry, proper 
housing, and the practise of monogamy.
